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'HOUGH  thirteen  is  considered  an  unlucky  number,  the  class  of  Decem- 
l  |i    ber,  '13,  on  which  the  intermediate  school  experiment  was  first  tried, 
has  proved  the  new  system  a  success.    We  are  the  first  class  to  go 
through  the  new  progTam  with  only  three  years  at  Berkeley  High  School. 

Coming  from  McKinley  and  Washington  Introductory  High  Schools, 
the  two  classes  had  met  each  other  only  in  athletic  contests  and  in  two 
memorable  debates  until  we  organized  as  Low  Juniors  in  what  was  room 
21.  now  201.  Before  we  had  gained  the  feeling  of  one  big  class,  it  was 
time  for  the  election  of  officers.  When  the  officers  were  elected  and  the 
majorities  came  out  in  favor  of  McKinley  candidates.  McKinley  graduates 
cheered  as  though  scoring  a  victory  over  their  opponents.  Quick  to  realize 
the  value  of  a  common  bond,  Ave  framed  a  constitution.  That  done,  we 
paused  and  all  together  gazed  at  the  upper  class  men,  soon  realizing  that 
they  were  worldy-wise  individuals  whom  we  must  reverence. 

Because  it  was  the  thing  to  do  in  our  High  Junior  vear.  we  had 
a  tug  ride.  Those  who  went  will  testify  to  its  success  socially, — but 
financially  we  went  into  debt.  Every  one  said  that  it  was  worth  the  debt, 
however,  so  we  got  together  in  our  Low  Middle  year  and  paid  it  off.  Fol- 
lowing our  financial  efforts,  we  Avere  attacked  with  the  general  feeling  of 
unrest  in  the  school,  and  Avhile  the  Seniors  Avorked  on  a  neAv  school  consti- 
tution. Ave  evolved  a  neAv  constitution  for  the  class. 

By  our  High  Middle  year  the  necessity  of  class  pins  presented  itself  so 
forcefully  that  Ave  selected  a  pin  and  labeled  ourselves  for  the  edification  of 
the  classes  beloAv  us. 

In  our  Loav  Senior  year  Ave  really  began  to  take  a  place  in  the  school's 
politics  and  social  life.  The  High  Seniors  Avere  the  only  class  left  of  the  old 
regime.  Now,  for  the  first  time.  Ave  realized  that  they  Avere  only  six 
months  ahead  of  us  and  perfectly  human.    Our  Loav  Senior  Concert  Avas 
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not  only  very  lucrative, — it  was  proclaimed  the  greatest  success  in  the 
annals  of  the  school.  The  Reception  to  the  High  Seniors  at  Town  and 
Gown  Club  given  by  us.  forced  the  High  Seniors  to  admit  that  there  were 
other  people  of  ability  in  the  school  besides  those  of  their  own  class.  In 
the  prettily  decorated  hall  the  evening  passed  only  too  quickly  for  those 
enjoying  the  affair. 

With  all  the  "old  grads"  gone  we  started  our  High  Senior  year  full 
of  high  resolve  to  run  the  school  as  it  had  never  been  run  before.  The 
high  finance  of  previous  High  Senior  classes  was  done  away  with,  and 
with  faculty  advisers  and  a  new  system  of  banking  the  class  money,  the 
old  ghosts  of  extravagance  and  graft  were  carefully  buried.  The  Senior 
girls'  affair  for  the  Low  Senior  girls  will  always  be  brought  to  mind  when 
the  word  "co-operation"  is  mentioned,  for  they  all  felt  closer  to  each  other 
after  their  work  to  make  the  frolic  a  success.  Our  Senior  Play  "A  Bache- 
lor's Romance,"  in  which  every  member  was  particularly  adapted  to  his 
or  her  part,  was  the  greatest  success  that  has  ever  been  staged  at  Berkeley 
High.  With  our  Senior  Ball  our  work  as  a  class  is  finished.  AVhen  on 
the  night  of  our  graduation  we  appear  on  the  stage  for  the  last  time,  we 
shall  wonder  if  we  are  not  dreaming;  we  shall  marvel  that  our  course  is 
brought  to  such  a  quick  close.  That  we  shall  not  come  back  day  after  day 
to  our  familiar  class  rooms,  class  mates,  and  teachers  will  seem  impossible. 
Then  we  shall  realize  that  there  were  many  things  that  we  have  dreamed 
we  could  accomplish  that  have  slipped  our  minds.  Then  we  shall  look  back 
with  longings  to  the  many  pleasant  hours,  to  friends  from  whom  we  may 
be  separated,  to  the  pleasant  comradeship  with  our  teachers. 

It  is  hard  to  say  good-bye,  for  we  are  just  realizing  what  it  has  all 
meant,  but  we  thank  the  faculty  for  their  struggle  with  us  and  for  the  con- 
fidence they  have  placed  in  us  during  our  Senior  term. 
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BACHELOR'S  ROMANCE"  was  the  interest-arousing-  title 
of  the  play  chosen  by  the  Seniors  for  presentation  this  term.  The 
really  romantic  romance  of  the  "bachelor,"  the  humorous  situa- 
tions, and  the  unusually  good  lines  lifted  it  above  the  ordinary  popular 
Senior  farce. 

In  the  leading  role  of  David  Holmes,  George  Cunningham  was 
familiarly  placed  as  a  literary  critic,  reminding  us  of  the  days  when  he 
edited  the  "Weekly  News"  and  "Olla  Podrida."  His  presentation  of 
his  old  role  was  none  the  less  interesting  than  the  new  one  of  guardian 
of  a  charming  young  lady.  In  the  part  of  his  ward,  Sylvia  Somers, 
Dorothy  A.  Morris  displayed  exceptional  talent,  and  by  her  grace  and  charm 
experienced  no  difficulty  in  entirely  capturing  the  heart  of  the  retiring 
David  and  bringing  about  "A  Bachelor's  Romance." 

Helen  Le  Grand,  a  fascinating  young  widow,  whose  portrayal  was 
given  with  delightful  finish  by  Verna  Himes,  and  Savage,  the  role 
sustained  by  William  Murray  brought  about  the  secondary  romance. 
Murray  and  John  Hoffman,  as  Harold  Reynolds,  handled  the  humorous 
situations  very  well,  adding  good  fun  to  the  various  entanglements. 

A  complete  identification  with  his  part  marked  the  work  of  Eldon 
Spofford  as  Gerald  Holmes.  His  ease  and  self  possession  speak  well  for 
his  talent  and  the  experience  gained  from  the  Dramatic  Club.  In  the 
character  part  of  Martin  Beggs,  Ormsby  Donogh  gave  a  very  original 
interpretation  to  his  lines.  Vladimir  Roteler  was  at  ease  in  the  impersona- 
tion of  Mr.  Mulberry,  being  temperamentally  fitted  for  the  role.  It  was  our 
opinion  that  Percy  Welch  could  get  a  "rec"  as  butler,  to  judge  from 
his  work  in  the  Senior  Play. 

A  decidedly  spirited  and  lively  old  maid  was  Miss  Clementina  as 
acted  by  Ruth  Moore,  who  always  instills  some  of  her  own  vivacious 
personality  into  her  parts.    FVances  Wight  gave  to  Harriet  Leicester  just 
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the  amount  of  reserve  and  dignity  that  the  character  needed, — a  difficult 
thing  to  do. 

Donald  Bull  managed  the  play  and  was  assisted  by  Fuller  Clarkson 
and  Fred  McCormac.  Mr.  Mathieu  again  coached  the  students  and  again 
turned  out  a  play  that  everyone  felt  was  a  complete  success.

HE  STUDENTS  this  term  were  treated  to  a  number  of  fine  talks 
by  men  well  qualified  to  give  interesting-  and  instructive  lectures.

BR.  H.  O.  HILL,  the  Student  State  Secretary  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
gave  a  fine  lecture  on  Brazil,  Friday,  October  10,  where  for  many 
years  he  had  charge  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work,  and  it  is  not 
surprising  if  a  great  many  of  the  students  learned  something  about  Brazil 
that  they  did  not  know  before.

N  OCTOBER  28,  the  boys  were  given  a  straightforward  talk  by 
Dr.  W.  S.  Hall  of  the  Northwestern  University  of  Chicago.  Dr. 
Hall  has  lectured  in  many  of  the  leading  high  schools  and  military 
academies  of  the  United  States,  and  we  were  extremely  fortunate  in  that 
his  engagements  permitted  him  to  speak  to  us. 

"Bone,  Brawn,  and  Brain,"  might  have  been  the  subject  of  his  talk, 
as  the  lecture  dealt  with  these  essentials  of  vigorous  manhood.  Dr.  Hall  is 
an  outdoor  man  himself,  who  for  a  number  of  years  was  physical  inspector 
of  one  of  Pennsylvania's  leading  high  schools  and  having  had  an  opportunity 
to  examine  thousands  of  high  school  students,  he  is  well  fitted  to  tell  young 
men  what  to  do  and  what  not  to  do  in  order  that  they  may  possess  sound 
bodies  and  brains  with  which  to  enter  the  business  world. 

He  emphasized  the  importance  of  developing  strong  bodies  while  at 
school,  as  it  is  while  the  young  man  is  there  that  he  forms  the  body  and 
brain  that  he  uses  the  rest  of  his  life.  Naturally,  everyone  wants  the  best 
body  and  brain  possible,  and,  as  Dr.  Hall  said,  it  is  up  to  the  individual 
to  get  them.

That  your  officials  have  tried  to  maintain  economy  in  expenditures  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  the  total  expense  of  the  Student  Body  this 
semester  has  been  little  more  than  half  the  amount  spent  from  last  year's 
football  fund. 

As  the  term  draws  to  a  close,  I  hope  that  the  conduct  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Student  Body  has  met  with  your  favor,  and  that  out  of  this  term's 
experiences  may  come  a  better  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the  students 
and  faculty  and  a  keener  appreciation  of  the  duties  and  privileges  which 
we  have  as  students  of  the  Berkeley  High  School.

The  Girls'  Association  of  the  Berkeley 
High  School,  though  hampered  at  first 
by  a  general  feeling  that,  as  an  organi- 
I  zation  it  had  not  accomplished  a  great 
I  deal  for  the  good  of  the  school,  has 
I  striven  hard  to  do  its  share  this  term. 
I  Now  it  has  realized  at  least  some  of  its 
I  aims. 

Miss  Coman's  supervision  of  the  Girls' 
I  Athletics  has  made  that  clause  of  the 
I  constitution,  which  states  that  one  of  the 
I  purposes  of  our  organization  is  to  en- 
courage athletics  among  the  girls,  quite 
unnecessary  as  far  as  the  association  it- 
self is  concerned.  With  that  field  of  activity  provided  for.  we  have  sought  to 
give  our  other  two  fields  full  sway,  namely,  the  promoting  of  sociability 
among  the  girls,  and  the  improvement  of  the  school  and  its  premises.  In 
view  of  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends  the  Constitution  provides  for  two 
standing  committees,  the  social  committee  and  the  improvement  committee. 

The  social  committee  consisting  of  Penelope  McEntyre,  chairman.  Mary 
Lipman,  Dorothy  P.  Morris  and  Lois  Stonesifer  has  managed  its  problem 
in   an   admirable  way.    Delegates  were   elected   from   each   of  the  girls'

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■advisory  sections  to  confer  with  the  social  committee  and  discuss  ways 
and  means  of  promoting  sociability  among  the  girls.  At  the  several  meet- 
ings of  this  enlarged  social  committee,  various  plans  were  submitted,  one 
of  which  was  "'Hello  Day."  This  proved  a  great  success,  at  least  as  far 
as  the  Junior  girls  were  concerned.  The  committee  has  certainly  tried 
hard  to  create  and  cultivate  the  proper  spirit  of  comradeship  among  the  girls. 

The  Low  Junior  Reception  was  postponed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term  until  the  school  should  have  acquired  the  new  Gymnasium.  The 
Cafeteria  was  deemed  ill-suited  for  such  a  '"'formal  affair.'"  since  at  its 
door  all  the  lack  of  enthusiasm,  that  has  previously  accompanied  these 
receptions,  has  been  laid.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  gymnasium,  plans 
were  made  immediately  for  the  best  reception  ever  held  by  the  school. 
General  contribution  boxes  were  placed  in  each  of  the  girls'  advisory  sec- 
tions, and  with  the  help  and  enthusiasm  of  the  enlarged  social  committee, 
the  sum  of  thirteen  dollars  was  collected. 

The  bare  gymnasium  was  turned  for  the  afternoon  into  a  riot  of 
colors,  with  a  profusion  of  Chinese  lanterns  and  greens.  Punch  and  cakes 
were  served  during  the  dances  and  several  skits  were  presented  by  the 
older  girls  under  the  general  management  of  Dorothy  P.  Morris.  Alto- 
gether the  reception  proved  a  great  success.  Though  the  welcome  to  the 
new  girls  was  rather  tardy,  the  weeks  of  delay  seemed  but  to  add  to  its 
heartiness. 

The  improvement  committee,  Ruth  Moore,  chairman.  Maude  Speir, 
Bernice  Hubbard,  and  Marjorie  Brown,  has  not  been  lacking  in  industry, 
for  the  committee  is  composed  of  girls  who  work  hard.  A  candy  sale 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term  swelled  its  purse  to  the  amount  of  thirteen 
dollars.  Lanterns  and  Chinese  parasols  were  purchased  for  the  Cafeteria, 
and  window  shelves  with  bright  plants  were  obtained  for  its  further 
adornment.  These  improvements  lend  a  genial  air.  so  necessary  to  a  dining 
hall. 

The  Girls'  Association  has  devoted  several  of  its  meetings  to  in- 
structive lectures.  Miss  Marshall  twice  talked  on  color,  emphasizing  the 
necessity  of  good  taste  in  dressing  and  the  selection  of  materials.  One 
meeting  was  devoted  to  talks  on  sociability  by  a  few  of  the  older  girls.

It  was  started  two  years  ago  under  the  guidance  of 
the  English  department  of  the  school.  Since  that  time  it  has  given  a 
Shakespearian  play  each  spring,  "A  Winter's  Tale,"  a  year  ago  last  spring, 
and  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream"  last  term.  The  club  is  to  produce 
"As  You  Like  It"  next  spring.  Besides  these  plays,  it  has  been  represented 
in  the  last  two  vaudeville  shows,  with  an  Irish  play,  called  "The  House-

^■THE  Berkeley  High  School  Savings  Department,  which  was  founded  in 
ill  August,  1912.  was  the  first  department  of  its  kind  among  the  High 
Schools  of  the  state.  Since  this  department  was  opened  for  the  purpose 
of  transacting  business,  it  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  pupils,  teachers, 
and  the  school  in  general. 

It  offers  the  students  an  opportunity  to  save  their  money  and  gives 
them  an  idea  of  the  business  side  of  life.  A  great  many  of  the  students 
have  taken  advantage  of  this,  there  now  being  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
accounts.  The  students  alone  have  a  balance  of  nearly  fourteen  hundred 
dollars. 

The  school  has  been  greatly  benefited  by  its  bank,  all  of  its  money 
being"  now  handled  bv  the  school  bank.  The  amount  of  the  school  raonev 
plus  our  students'  savings  is  over  $3,000.00,  an  unusually  large  sum  for 
a  high  school  bank.  Our  bank  has  been  advertised  to  such  an  extent 
that  many  high  schools  have  asked  about  our  system,  and  are  trying  hard 
to  duplicate  it.  This  should  make  us  feel  very  proud,  and  should  arouse 
an  interest  among  the  teachers  and  students  of  Berkeley  High  School,  so 
that  our  success  may  be  continuous.

The  Greek  Club  was  organized  by  Miss  Clayes,  September  29,  1908, 
to  create  interest  in  the  study  of  the  language  and  people  of  ancient  Greece 
among  the  Greek  students.  While  endeavoring  to  accomplish  this  work 
by  lectures  and  dramatic  presentations  of  selections  from  the  Iliad,  the 
social  life  of  the  members  has  not  been  neglected.  During  the  year  pro- 
fitable trips  have  been  made  to  the  Affiliated  Colleges,  followed  by  excursions 
to  the  park  and  the  beach. 

Last  May  the  Greek  Club  presented  Miss  Clayes'  arrangement  of  the 
Fifteenth  Idyll  of  Theocritus  in  the  original  Greek  under  the  manage- 
ment of  William  Kiessig.  The  cast  was  as  follows :  Laura  McGovern, 
Esther  Sittig,  John  Sammi,  and  Earl  Paltenghi.  The  rest  of  the  members 
of  the  club  constituted  the  slaves  and  citizens.  The  play  received  merited 
praise  from  specialists  in  Greek. 


This  club  was  organized  during  the  spring  term  of  1913  and  was 
reorganized  this  term.  The  object  of  the  club  is  to  study  gas  engines  of 
all  forms,  first  in  theory,  and  then,  to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible 
in  practice.  To  this  end  the  club  has  taken  short  excursions  to  different 
plants  whose  activity  comes  within  the  scope  of  the  club's  work.  Some 
of  the  places  visited  were  the  Standard  Oil  Company's  plant  at  Richmond 
and  the  gas  engine  factories  in  both  this  city  and  Oakland.  At  these 
factories,  the  members  saw  the  gas  engines  being  made.  Also,  lectures  are 
delivered  on  all  matters  of  interest  concerning  the  gas  engine.  The  club 
has  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  several  noted  men  speak  on  carburettors  and 
gas  engines  in  general.  Membership  in  the  club  is  open  to  all  high  school 
students,  who  are  interested  in  this  work  in  any  way.

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E  HAVE  seen  better  days" 
to  quote  Shakespeare.  Never- 
theless, considered  as  a 
whole,  the  Rugby  season  of  1913  was  a 
decided  success.  Working  against  diffi- 
culties from  the  beginning  of  the  season 
to  the  end,  the  team  gathered  material 
together  that  the  Rugby  critics  of  the 
Bay  Cities  agreed  would  have  made  a 
Championship  team  with  coaching. 
Considerable  delay  was  experienced  at 
the  first  part  of  the  season  in  securing 
a  practice  field  and  training  quarters. 
Boone's  Field  was  finally  rented,  and 
practice  began  in  earnest.  Still  much 
was  left  to  be  desired  as  the  men  had  no 
convenient  dressing-rooms  or  showers. 
The  new  system  of  self-coaching 
adopted  this  year  brought  with  it  many 
difficulties,  and  the  team  felt  the  ab- 
sence of  a  head-coach  keenly. 

The  school  entered  the  new  league 
which  was  formed  this  year  among  the 
Alameda  schools.  For  unknown  reasons 
schedules  could  not  be  arranged  very 
satisfactorily,  and  the  season  was  half 
over  before  we  had  the  first  league 
game.  Outside  of  the  league  we  played 
one  exhibition  game  during  Portola 
week  with  Palo  Alto  High  School.  It 
is  needless  to  repeat  the  score,  but  it 
must  be  mentioned  that  a  better  exhibi- 
tion of  fight  and  gameness  has  never 
been  seen  between  two  High  School 
teams.  Just  here  it  might  be  well  to 
notice  the  attitudes  of  the  two  great  Universities  toward  their  respective 
proteges.  Stanford  recognizes  the  fact  that  her  future  material  is  being 
developed  in  prep-school  teams  and  has  aided  and  coached  Palo  Alto 
whenever  possible. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  second  squad,  as  always,  for  they  help  to 
develop  the  team.  Night  after  night,  faithfully,  loyally,  they  have  been 
always  on  the  field.    These  men  however,  are  first  choice  for  next  year's

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team.  Just  here  a  word  of  appreciation  for 
the  loyalty  of  Malcolm  Sinclair,  old-time 
Rugby  star,  must  not  be  omitted.  He  gave 
much  time  and  good  advice  to  the  team. 
Our  hats  are  oft  to  you,  "Male"!  Walter 
von  Manderschied.  Olympic  Club  man  and 
once  coach  of  Berkeley  High,  also  gave 
valuable  service  to  the  team. 

Clarence  Johnson,  veteran  breakaway  of 
the  team,  was  appointed  captain  during  the 
last  part  of  the  season  and  successfully 
piloted  the  team  the  remaining  time.  His 
work  in  the  scrum  was  invaluable,  fre- 
quently being  interspersed  with  star  plays. 

Irwin  Reimers,  playing  his  old  position 
at  rear  rank,  after  leaving  us  for  a  while 
came  back  in  time  for  the  league  games.  A 
better   forward    than    "Cinch"    cannot  be 
found  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state. 
Fred  Richardson,  also  a  rear  rank  man,  played  a  strong  and  aggres- 
game  of  Rugby.    He  leaves  an  opening  hard  to  fill  next  year. 
Joe  Marvin  and  Bill  Brewster  are  undoubtedly  the  best  front-rank 
on  this  side  of  the  bay.    Both  played  consistent  Rugby  throughout 

the  season. 

Alfred  Fraga  playing  lock  position  was 
a  tower  of  strength  in  the  scrum,  present- 
ing two  hundred  pounds  of  impenetrable 
defense. 

The  back-field  did  not  once  hit  their 
stride,  but.  as  most  of  the  men  will  be 
back  next  year,  brilliant  results  are  ex- 
pected. 

Arthur  Johnson  was  undoubtedly  the 
best  of  the  backs,  playing  at  center-three- 
quarters.  His  clever  work  was  easily 
recognized  throughout  the  season. 

Johnny  Hoffman,  at  the  five-eighths  po- 
sition, played  the  game  well.  Although 
he  was  shifted  from  scrum  to  back-field,  he 
made  a  creditable  showing. 

Frank  McKechnie  worked  equally  well 
at   the   other   five-eighths   position.  Mc- 
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Kechnie  will  be  back  next  year  and  should  display  some  speed. 

Much  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  selection  of  the  wing-three- 
quarter  men.  Kennie  Fenton  and  George  Davis  being  the  final  choices. 
Their  work  was  good,  but  lacked  in  defensive.  Both  will  add  to  next 
year's  team. 

Cecil  Matthews  held  down  the  position  of  wing-forward  and  made  a 
creditable  showing  for  a  first  year  man. 

Carlton  Bond  of  last  year's  State  Championship  team  played  at  that 
most  important  position,  half-back.  He  played  well,  notwithstanding  in- 
juries received  earlier  in  the  year. 

Lucius  Hicks  at  full-back,  put  up  an  all  around  good  game,  showing 
himself  to  be  a  snappy  player. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  good  work  done  by  David  Jardine, 
Harold  Jones,  Fred  Stephens  and  Wilbur  Fowden,  playing  in  the  back- 
field.  Xor  can  AYalter  Wyckander,  Harry  Land,  and  Reginald  Thompson, 
who  added  materially  to  the  strength  of  the  scrum  during  the  season,  be 
forgotten.

Once  again  luck  and  the  uncertainties  of  football  lost  the  game  for 
Berkeley,  when  after  eight  years  of  victory,  our  Oakland  rivals  carried 
off  the  honors  by  a  margin  of  two  points.

Kidder,  our  star  swimmer,  swam 
in  the  Portola  championships  two  days  later  winning  a  medal  for  a  second 
place. 

All  in  all,  Berkeley  has  acquitted  herself  well  this  term.  As  only  one 
of  our  men  will  graduate,  we  are  looking  forward  to  another  successful 
season  in  the  spring. 

BERKELEY-COGSWELL  MEET. 

The  first  meet  of  the  term  was  held  with  Cogswell  High  School.  The 
affair  was  a  complete  walk-away  for  Berkeley;  with  the  exception  of  two 
races  which  Line  Johnson  captured,  Cogswell  took  but  one  point.  The 
meet  was  held  in  the  Berkeley  Y.  M.  C.  A.  tank  and  attracted  a  good 
crowd  of  rooters.
